Statement Will Cut No Fig­ 
ure In That Election 


U nd er a ruling 
given County Clark 
W illiam s by Deputy D istrict Attorney 
Eden, any person who is registered 
can go to the May prim aries and get 
w hatever ballot he asks for, regard­ 
less of how he has registered. That is, 
a voter who declined to state his par­ 
ty affiliation when he registered can 
go to the M ay primaries and get a Re­ 
publican ballot or a Dem ocratic ballot 
or any other party’s ballot he asks for 
by stating at that time that he affili­ 
ates w ith the party whose ballot he 
demands. 
Eden has made an exhaustive study 
of the registration 
laws, 
and 
fines 
that the measures passed at the spe 
cial session of the legislature in no 
w ay changed the presidential primar­ 
ies act. 
The situation will not be changed 
even should the referendum succeed,

In Saturday's Register the suggestion was made that 
party Progressives, so registered, who are of Republican 
antecedents and tendencies, should change their registrations 
to Republican, so as to assist in the election of a progressive 
Republican delegation to the national convention; or, to put 
it another way, to assist in preventing the election of a stand­ 
pat or radically reactionary delegation.
